DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed 8/26/02 consists of amending claims 22,25 and remarks related to rejection of 
claims. The amendment has been entered. The claims are allowed as explained below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-6, 11,13-31 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest to disclose the use of a DC-to-DC converter on a blade that is enabled by an 
enable signal received over a third pin/socket from the backplane.
